The agreement between the strect 
rallway employes and the oily termin- 
ates tomorrow and no new agreement 
has as yel been adopted. The union 
is making a demand of (an additional) 
2 1-2 cents, an hour, commencing from 
September dst. It is understood that 
according to the attitude taken in pre- 
vious instances by the commissioners 
where advances were asked, there will 
be no insrease allowed at the present 
lime in the. scale of wages for the 
street railway employes. 

The superintendent, when asked this 
morning about the Possibility of a 
strike, stated that he did nol believe 
that the men would go on strike and 
he expected that a new schedule would 
be signed up by the men without an 
increase heing granted at the present 
time, 

The present scale of wages is 27 
{-2 cents. for the first six months, 30 
cents, for the second, 35 cents. ror the 
next 12 months, and 37 1-2 cents. for 
the next 12 months. The union Is 
asking these rates be raised in- the 
new scale to 30 cents, for the first six 
months, 32 4-2 cents. for the second 
six months, 87 1-2 for the next year 
and 40 cents, for the third year. , 

The superintendent and the com- 
missioners are setting information from 
other street railways as to what scale 
Is now In force and when this informa- 
tlon has been received a new scale will 
be decided on and the men will be 
asked to sign it, If they refuse to ac-

“My friends in Mexico are working 
In my behalf,’ continued General Diaz. 
“Unfortunately at this distance 1 am 
unable to do much, bul I am await- 
ing Instructions which may simplify 
matters, i 

“Even if I am ordered to proceed 
to Japan it is not certain that I shall 
go there. My action will depend upon 
developmentssin Mexico.” 

General Telix Diaz is apparently 
Pleased with the course of events {n 
Mexico, We said that the contention 
that Vicloriano Huerta's candidacy for 
the presidency was barred by the 
Mexican constitution was quite correct, 
He declares that the fact that he was 
slill an official representative of — the 
Mexican government debarred — him 
from discussing President Wilson's 
message on the Mexican replies. 

Considered a Threat. 

New York, Aug. 380—A despateh 
from Mexico City says: 

A practical threat to intervene in 
the Mexican situation was disclosed tu- 
day in a warning or set of instructions 
sent by President Wilson to all consu- 
lar agents, This warning was sent out 
by President Wilson immediately after 
announcing his. new policy toward 
Mexico, 

Couriers are now carrying if lo all 
parts of Mexico. It contains the fol- 
lowing parayraph: “You convey to 
Mexican authorities the intimation that 
any maltreatment of Americans would 
be likely to raise question of interyen- 
tion.” 

Indications today are that this fea- 
ture of the note of. warning would slir 
up considerable jll-feeling in Mexico. 

Protest Is Made. 

Senor Sebastian Camacho, President 
of the Mexican senate, has sent a tele- 
gram ¢o James A. Serymser, of New 
York, president of the Mexloan Telo- 
graph company, requesting him to pro- 
test to President Wilson against the 
withdrawal of American eftizens from 
Mexico. The message made pubile 
here today declares that the American 
colony in Mexico ‘is salisfled and 
tranquil" and “that tremendous dam- 
ages" will result from its withdrawal. 

There is great. alarm here, reads the 
telegram, over the American govern- 
ment's order for the withdrawal of all 
oftizens of the United States residing 
here. You will understand that there 
Is no reason for this order, 

‘phe American colony of {his repub- 
He is of the most numerous of those 
among us. In {ts totality, and with very 
few exceptions, ft ts satisfled and tran- 
quil, dedicated to its work and attend- 
ing to the necessities of its life, being 
respected and esteemed throughout the 
country. It would be serjously preju- 
diced in {ts welfare and fts financial ine 
terests were [t to abandon a country 
in which It ts considered and esteem- 
ed, and where {t has acquired numer- 
ous and erdial relations.” 

Lind Not Returned. 

Mexico Gity, Aug, 30—The failure 
of John Lind, personal representative 
of President Wilson, fo return to the 
canital from Vera Cruz is taken here 
to indicate that Washington and Mexi- 
co are agreed on one thing at least, 
namely, that there fs no good to be ag- 
complished by ‘the trip. Mr. Lind is 
still in Vera Gruz awaiting instructions. 

The Mexican government has made 
no further proposal or concession to 
the United States. It 1s considered

ESKIMOS ARE. OF 


J. Reid). Government Agent at 
Fort Simpson, Marked Dis- 
tinct Difference, 


That the “huskies,” as the native 
tribes which inhabit the shores of the 
Apetlo Ocean, from the Behring Straits 
to the mouth of the Makenzie river, are 
called, are of Asiatic descent, and an 
entirely different race from the Eskimos 
of Hudson's Bay and Baffin Bay, was 
staled. today by J. Reid, government 
engineer at Fort Simpson. Mr.’ Reid 
Is one of the best known engineers 
who ever entered the North country, 
and, during the last six years, he has 
erected saw mills, flour mills ~and 
threshing mills from Grouard to the 
Arctic Ocean. His latest werk was the 
erection of a large timber mill for the 
Dominion government at Fort Simpson. 

While in the North, Mr, Reid has had 
many opportunitics of studying the 
hative tribes, and he stated that it was 
well known to all experienced North 
countrymen that the “husky” of the 
West Arclic was of an entirely different 
race from the Eskimo of the east. 
For some unaccountable reason, Mr. 
Reid stated, this fact has never re- 
ecived any large share of attention from 
explorers, The ‘“husky,’’ according 
to Mr. Reid, has a decidedly Asiatic 
type of face, and is larger in stature 
and much ‘more intelligent than the 
Eskimo, The Eskimo, Mr. Reid added, 
is never found west of the Makenzie 
river. : 

The “husky,” Mr. Reid stated, con- 
siders himself to be much the superior 
of the Indians, avd will have nothing to 
do with the red inan. Instead of using 
the primitive weapons still in. use 
among the Eskinios, the ‘husky'' uses 
up-to-date repeating rifles, which he 
obtains from tho whalers. The ‘“hus- 
kies,” Mr, Reid stated, are expert hun- 
ters, and obtain very large catches of 
valuable furs, which they exchange 
witn the American whalers‘for the pro- 
duots of civilization, In the majorty of 
cases, the ‘‘husky’’ does not live in the 
native tepee, in the summer time, but 
ulilises a tent of American manufav- 
ture, Mr, Reid stated thal he had no 
doubt that the “huskies” crossed the 
Beliring Straits from Asia, centuries 
ago, and scattered as far west as’ the 
Makenzie river, They have also fol- 
lowed the couse of the river as far 
south as Fort Simpson, Mr, Reid os- 
timated that there were at least 3,000 
“huskies,” a considerable percentage 
of them living on Herschell Island, 
The language of the “husky' (accord- 
{ng to Mr. Reid) is also different to 
that of the Eskimo, b 

; Met Radford 

Three years ago Mr. Reid met the 
American explorer Radford, concerning 
Whose whereabouts. there is still a 
considerable amount of mystery, Mr. 
Reid accompanied Radford from Fort 
Vermillion to Fort Smith, during tho 
winter of 1944. The party was over- 
taken by a blizzard, and came within an 
ace of perishing, At Fort Smith Mr, 
Reid left Radford, At that time it 
was the explorer's Intention to strike 
eastward, and return to civilization by 
Way of Hudson's Bay, : 

Mr. Reld also met the two explorers 
Darrell and) Hansburn. Darrell — was 
another of the many martyrs to science, 
who met his death while endeavoring to 
increase the world’s knowledge of the 
icy North. ¥ 

Mr, Heid was able to add new de- 
tatls as to how Darrell met his death. 
Darrell was a magnificent North coun- 
try traveller, and surprised even the 
native guides with his feats of endur- 
ance. Darrell set out from Fort Mac- 
pherson to return to hls winter base 
at Hersohell Island. He was overtaken 
by a blizzard, and, native fashion, mado 
a hole for himseif in the snow, to 
sleep there untll the storm blew ovor, 
By acefdent, Darrell -had forgotten his 
ice knife, and he wag unable to cut his 
way through the frozen snow. 

Mr. Reid was enthuslastic in his pro- 
phesies for the future of the North 
Country, and paid a warm tribute to 
Gerald Card, Indian agent at Fort. 
Simpson, with whom he has been as- 
sociated during the past two years. Mr. 
Card, according to Mr, Reld, has done 
a tremendous service for the North 
country in proying that all sorts of 
grain and truck garden produce can be 
grown in such a high latitude as Fort 
Simpson. ; 

Confirmation of the existence of 
large herds of buffalo was obtained 
from Mr. Reid, who has repeatedly 
seen the huge animals. Mr. Reid add- 
ed that Radford had actually shot one 
of the animals, and dispatched the ani- 
mal to Edmonton two years ago. 

Mr. Reid has been vin the North 
Country for six years, and left today 
on a visit to his parents In Glasgow, 
Scotland. He intends, however, to re- 
turm to Fort Simpson in the Spring.

Of the many hundreds who walk 
along McDougall Hill daily and gaze 
across Ross Vlats it. is safe to say 
fhal nob ten out. of every hundred 
know What the four story — briek 
puilding with the balconies is used 
for. Jf one could bul sil and Jisten 
io the questions that are asked regard- 
ing the building, some idea of — the 
jenorance of the average cilizen, of Bd- 
monton would be— gained, Not one 
tenth of the population know that the 
building is the Children’s Shelter, a 
civie institution, that is less in the 
Jime light than any other of the enter- 
exploited by the corporation. 
Nevertheless, there it stands among a 
rroup of trees filled with homeless little 
wails and neglected children of all de- 
grees. It is the one place support- 
ed by municipal money that very rarely 
is discussed in any way, that very 
rarely is spoken of in the meetings of 
the city fathers or that ever gets its 
name on the front page of the news- 
papers in the civie news.

The question may be asked. Why? 
The answer is that the work being 
(lone there does not require or ask 


for publicily in any way, in faet, the 
officers of the organization want their 
light hidden under the proverbial 
bushel.

Every 
child must. be Jooked after,’ Many of 
them are unable to do much for them- 
selves and have not one iota of an idea 
of health laws or cleanliness when 
they are brought to the shelter, These 
things must all be taught to them and 
many an hour is spent ‘endeavoring to 
teach {he tiny delinquents how to keep 
themselyes and. their clothes. clean. 
Many of these children come from 
homes where law and order or eyen 
decency Js unknown making the task 
of teaching them yery difficult. Many 
come from the home of foreigners 
whose ideas of what things should be, 
do not coinclde with the way that they 
are done at the Shelter and as a conse- 
duenee the carly feaching of — the 
youngsters must be made {fo appear 
wrong and the new method instliled, 
This is very hard to do In many cases 
for the child knowing that he or she Is

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THE SURRENDER TO THE PRINCIPLE 
OF COMMISSION GOVERNMENT 

As near as the senior organ of the present municipal administration can come to 
explaining the purpose of all this turmoil in the civic administration it is that Mayor Short 
is trying to accomplish ‘a more complete systematization of the city’s work.” According 
to the Journal it is not a change in the form of government that is necessary, but an aboli- 
tion of haphazard methods. 

Just how the Journal's civic Hercules, Mayor Short, is going to clean out the hap- 
hazard methods without changing his system of administration is not made plain, any more 
than to intimate that a lot of people must be “fired’’ forthwith, or words to that effect. 

But if the “firing”? method is the panacea, some benefits should already have com- 
menced io show, for the present mayor, who was the maker of the city charter, accepted 
office eight months ago for the purpose of giving a demonstration of how completely that 
charter fills the bill, and has ever since been the most enthusiastic ‘‘firer” that the city has 
ever seen, Asa matter of fact he and his council ring have been so busy “firing” and getting 
ready to “tire” for the past eight months that there has scarcely been time enough for any- 
thing else. But the turmoil and disorganization appears to be becoming more general than 
ever, and to cap the climax his board of hired commissioners has now been rendered practi- 
cally unworkable by one commissioner being left hanging in the air, it now being demon-

under which the city could have been loaded up with such a unanimous bunch of counter- 
feits must be wrong on the face of it. This is the only logical termination of any diagnosis 
commencing with the Journal’s premises that the thing necessary to gain system is to “fire” 
everybody in sight. 

On the other hand, if these men are about the average so far as competency goes, 
then the system must be wrong which makes it impossible for them to give the best service 
to the city and achieve the best results. If such a thing as systematization is possible under 
the present scheme of government, then surely some department somewhere would have dis- 
covered it long before now and it would not be necessary to rip the whole structure of 
administration down to demonstrate that the present city charter is the one providing the 
proper system for handling the business of a city of 79,000 people. 

The fundamental fact is that the system under which Edmonton is attempting {o 
govern itself at the present time is wrong at the top, and that the wrongness of it permeates 
right down to the very bottom.

The saintly woman whom the Li- 
menans venerate today was born in 
Lima dn 1586, half a century after the 
founding of the “City of the Kings” by 
the ruthless Pizarro. Her real name 
was Isabel Flores, but the beauty of 
her childish face earned for her the 
name of Rose, which she ever after 
bore. Her parents were very poor, and 
in her youth she tolled as a servant to 


Despite her hard lot, Rose blossom- 
ed Into a woman of surpassing beauty, 
and attracted widespread attention and 
admiration even in that city which was 
then, as now, celebrated as the home 
of beautiful women. Those who have 
visited the modern Lima, and haye ob- 
Seryed the boldness with which the 
swarthy, dandified gallants ogle the 
entrancingly Jovely ninas who ride past 
in motor cars and victorias, may well

the beautiful but saintly Rose, who 


was “only a servant girl,’ must haye 


been subjected. 


Whenever she ventured forth into 
the streets, Rose was constantly sub- 
jeoted to stares, end her pink ears be- 
came. redder still at the remarks which 
were passed on her beauty. Dashing 
soldiers in the brilliant uniform — of 
Spain dogged her footsteps, and oc- 
casionally one of them would kneel In 
the street before her and pour forth a 
passionate declaration of love, assert- 
ing that he was being consumed with 
affection and would surely die ff the 
lovely senorita did not bestow upon 
him the blessing of just one wee word 


of hope. 


Determined upon a life of godliness 
and devotion, Rose decided upon a 
kind of humiliation and abnesation that 
make ‘the renuneiations of all the mas- 
culine saints in the calendar seem poor 
and commonplace. With her own 
hands she cut off the lovely flowing 
hair that was her crowning glory — 
clipped it close to the scalp. Next 
she blistered her fair face with pep- 
per, persisting until her skin was red 
and mottled and disfigured. She cov- 
ered her hands with lime until those 
slender and delicate members were 
made repulsive to the sight, For 
further protection against the sin of 


vanity she enrolled in the Third Order 
of St. Dominic, and under her habit 


she wore constantly a hair shirt 
studded with sharp nails, while  be- 


neath her veil she wore a crown of 


silver armed with nearly a hundred 
points. Her nights of terribie torture 
were spent on a couch made of broken, 
jazzed rocks. She fasted almost con- 
tinually, and -it is said that ‘the 
blessed sacrament seemed almost her 
only food.” Such tortures and priva- 
tions soon had their effect, and she 
died in her thirty-first year, mourned 
by all Limenans, and ever after 
venerated as the patron saint of the 
Peruvian capital. 


EB FIRST THINGS, 


HARTLEY. 

The first attempt to explain psychological 
phenomena on physiological principles was 
made by Dr. David Hartley, the Ensiish 
philosopher, who was born 298 years ero 
today. In his great work, “Observations on 
Man, his Frame, his Duty and Expecia- 
tlons,”” published in 1749, after patlent in- 
yestigation covering 16 years, he elaporated 
his epochal theory. By the development 
of his law association, and ehiefly by the 
law of transference, he accounts for all 
the phenomena of the mental constitution, 
According to him, the white medullary sub- 
s e of the brain, spinal marrow and the 
nerves proceeding from them, {s the in- 
Strument of sensation and motion, When 
a sensation has been frequently exp2rienced 
it acquires a tendency to repeat itself spon- 
taneously. Ideas are but these repetitions 
or relics of Sensation, and in thelr ‘turn 
recall other {deas, “Thus the sizht of an 
apple reealts an idea of its taste, and this 
recalls other associated !deas, In this way 
Hartley accounts for all human emotions,

TO FARM LAND 


South Africa | Adopts Plan 
Which is Being Considered 
by Saskatchewan 


Capetown, Aug. 30—With a view to 
encouraging the farming Industry the 
minister of the interior has adopted 
rules for the grant of assisted  pas- 
sages for European farmers and farm 
laborers who wished to seltle in South 
Africa, 

Under these rules an immigrant may 
secure free transprt for himself, his 
wife and children and a reasonable 
amount of baggage and personal ef- 
fects, by sea and land night to his des- 
tination on the application of any one 
Who is connected with the agrioullur- 
al industry and who is a ‘bona fide resi- 
dent of the union, : 

The government will provide one- 
half of the cost at third class rates and 
the other half will be provded by the 
employer, Before any commitments are 
made by the department the employer 
will be required to deposit his half of 
the cost. 

Those desirous of introducing im- 
migrants into the union {In this way are 
also required to enter into an agree- 
ment providing that the immigrant 
shall receive an adequaie wage for a 
perid of three years following his ar- 
rival in the union, ‘The rate of wages 
paid must have the approval of the 
minister. At the termination of their 
contract, immigrants who desire ‘to 
take up farming on their own account 
will be assisted to settle on the land.

EDMONTON IS REPORTING 
WELL SUSTAINED TRADE 


Commercial Failures Are Less 
Than Last Week—Gross 
Earnings of All Railways 
Heard from Show a small 
Loss, 


New York, Aug. 30—Despatches to 
Dun's Review from branch ofllces of 
R. G. Dun and company from the 
principal cities of the Dominion of 
Canada indicate a renewal of confidence 
and general expectations of an active 
fall and winter trade. 

Montreal reports that retail trade is 
showing some improvement — and 
Wholesale movement of the commodi- 
ties is slightly more active, There 
fg a fair domand for groceries and lea- 
ther is very firm, but it is too early to 
receive much sorting up business in 
dry goods. The wholesale millinery 
opening scheduled for next week Is 
expected to stimulate activity In that 
line, 

There is a fair movement of staple 
lines at Quebec, but no great increase 
in activity is looked for until after the 
first of the month, 

Wholesale trade is rather quiet at 
Toronto, although some of the larger 
houses report. a greater colume of 
business than ever before. Many vis- 
jtors. were now in the elty and dt is 
expected that they will place good ord- 
ers before leaving. The crop condi-

lions are satisfactory and the outlook 
is considered encouraging. 

Hamilton reports that trade this 
week was rather quiet, but that the 
prospects are looked upon as favor- 
able. 

In the far west and northwest favor- 
able weather for harvesting and salis- 
factory crop results generally stimu- 
late confidence and business js becom- 
ing more active] 

Winnipeg reports. that the retail 
trade is in large volume and that 
wholesale distribution is increasing.

Wholesalers at Edmonton report 
trade is well sustained volume, Har- 
vesting is under way and the quality 
of the grain is very good, 

Moose Jaw reports that weather 
conditions have been favorable and 
there is an active demand for staple 
goods at wholesale, Harvesting will be 
general within a week and a large yield 
Ig practically assured, 

Trade conditions at Regina are re- 
assuring and a number of enterprises 
being located in the city, and business 
in retail Mnes,  espectally clothing, 
shoes and dry-goods, being quite 
active. 

General conditions at VYaneouver 
show. little change, the movement of 
the merchandise being still in fair 
volume, with demand for staples be- 
Ing stimulated by extensive railroad 
construction, 

Gross earnings of all Canadian rail- 
ways reporting to date for the weeks’ 
of August show a loss of 1.2 per cent, 
as compared with the earnings of the 
same roads for the corresponding per- 
fod a year ago.

From the time that, according to the 
first book of Holy Writ, Eve offered 
Adam an apple, thereby perpetuating in 
mankind tte now well-known Adam's 
ipple, there has been an interes! in this 
fruit, whieh has srown rapidly, at least, 
fn Western Canada and America, as the 
years slipped by, British . Columbia's 
fruit growing districts are now world 
famous, extending almost to the west- 
ern boundaries of Alberla.  <Alreagy, 
on this side of the mountains In Al- 
berta, fruit has been successfully 
raised at Grassy Jake and in other locu- 
Sties, showing what can be aceomplish- 
ed with the soil of Alberta when water 
Is scientlfically applied. : 

The ©. P. R. Apple Tree 

In the G. P. R. park at Medicine Hat 
1s an apple tree that is many years of 
age, ‘This year {t bore fruit, and was 
an object of comment and curiosity to 
the thousands that passéd it daily till 
the temptation was too much as the 
fruit ripened, and gradually the apples 
‘disappeared. In this connection old 
timers tell an interesting story about 
ihis tree, 

When John Niblock was divisional 
superintendent here a dozen years ago, 
he watched this apple.tree with Jealous 
eyes, but the fruit persisted in disap- 
pearing, until there were but two luc- 
lous apples left on the tree. Mr. Nib- 
lock had a wire cage built around the 
(hree finally, to save what was. left. 
About this time Sir William Van Horne, 
then president of the C, P. R.. was on a 
trip through the country, and‘Mr.. Nib- 
lock went up to Moose. Jaw to meet 
him on hig round of inspection, When 
he met Sir William he told him of rais- 
ing apples in Medicine Hat, right in the 
company's park, and Sir William could 
not belisve that the seemingly arid 
land of the gas cily could produce any- 
thing of the kind, and he pooh-poohed 
the idea, Mr, Niblock assured him he 
would have some to eat when he reach- 
ed Medivino Hat. 

Unknown to Mr. Niblock, Sir William 
Wired ahead to the Medicine Hat agent 
to pick the apples. On the arrival of 
the train Mr, Niblock walked proudly 
down the platform to show Sir William 
the apples actually growing in Medicine 
Huu, and was chagrined to find that 
some miscreant had purloined them, us 
he thought. He {mmediately offered a 
reward of $500 for the arrest and. con- 
Viction of the thief, while probably 
every one but himself in© the little 
ranching town knew. the joke. — Later 
Sir William invited Mr. Niblock to his 
private ear to partake: of the apples.

Calgary August 80, — Entirely 
through the efforts of the Consumers’ 
league, a body which was organized by 
the women of the clly, the Calgary 
public market has been made an as- 
sured success and the cost of living 
cut to a considerable degree, 

For several years Calgary women 
have been complaining that they were 
being forced by the middleman and re- 
taller to pay too much: for tha neces- 
sities of life. 
along this line a great publio market 
was built and was ready for occupation 
nearly ‘two years agd. But for same, 
reason the city council could not make 
the market a success, No organized 
altempt was madej to bring producer 
and consumer together and the mar- 
ket building was a white elephant for 
18 months, 

In the spring of the present year a 
group of determined, women got to- 
gether and determined that they would 
do something to make the market 
popular, They appealed repeatedly to 
the aldermen without success, © Then 
they. decided to organize the Calgary 
Consumers’ league, Through the 
newspapers they appealed to the mar- 
ket gardeners and farmers in the Cal- 
gary district/ to bring their, produce 
to the city on market days and invited 
the women of Calgary to attend and 
patronize the market on those days. 

The idea was taken up enthusiastio- 
ally by both consumer and producer 
and every Wednesday and Saturday the 
market is now thronged with buyers 
and sellers. Meat, vegetables, diary 
produce, fruit and flowers, elo., can 
now all be bought at reasanable and 
fair prices.

Mr. Ross thought that in view of the 
splendid fire fighting equipment the 
city has, and the fact that the city 
buildings are so scattered that it would

be impossible to have. any large part 
of them wiped out at one time, the 
cily would nol be taking a very long 
chance in carrying 10 per cent. of its 
insurance pending the time it would 
be able to carry the entire amount.

GAS WELL BLOWN (CITY TREES ARE 


FOR GEOLOGISTS 


Wonderflil Sight When F lames 
Shoot up Into the Air 
a Hundred Feet, 


Medicine Hat, -Alts., Aug. 30-— 
“Nothing like it op Broadway,” said a 
New Yorker, when he was present at 
the blowing off of one of the city’s new 
natural gas wells, The occasion was 
the visit of the second party of dele- 
gates from the: International Geologi- 
cal congress Which convened in Tor- 
onto. This party of over a hundred 
travelled in a special train, Medicine 
Hat being the only stop made Sy either 
party between Winnipeg and the 
mountains. Dr.’ F. D. Adams, dean of 
the Science Faculty of MeGill Uni- 
versity, Montreal, was in ghee of the 
second party, with F. A, MeLeish as 
secretary. 

On the arival of the train at 6:45 
p.m., the party was met by forty or 
fifty motor cars, arranged for by a 
committee. of the board of trade, and 
at once taken ov a sight seeing trip 
of Medicine Hat, including a visit to the 
new half million dollar pumping and 
electric generating station, now almost 
ready for putting into commission, and 
winding up with a view of the lighted 
gas well at Central Park. 

In the party were visitors from 30 
different countries, from Russia and 
India to the Argentine and Japan, and 
one and:all they expressed themselves 
as being wonderfully impressed with 
evidences of progress and growth 
here, and particularly with the tre- 
mendous power of the municipally 
owned natural gas as evidenced by the 
blowing off of one of the new wells. 
Hundreds were congregated at the gas 
Well on the hill before the hour set 
for blowing. which was eight thirty, 
and many cameras were in evidence. 
For blocks around there were phal- 
anxes of automobiles parked in every 
direction to witness the sight. 

When the gas superintendent James 
W. Kraft, who had made the neces- 
sary preparations and was in charge 
of the function, gave the word prompt- 
ly at the appointed hour, the flames 
shot up into the air and for perhaps 
a hundred feet, with a road that could 
be heard for a-mile or two, and 
lighted up the heavens. At the same 
time the force—some 600 pounds to 
the square inch, rock pressure—made 
so much noise that’ many — standing 
close to the well were glad to move 
much further away and do it with the 
utmost expedition. It was an ex- 
hibition that the delegates and other 
visitors here will long remember—and 
no one wondered after that at the 
Sao industrial growth of Medicine 

at.

Saskatoon Park Board Re- 
ceives Report that Ninety- 
four Per Cent Thrive 


Saskatoon, Aug. 30.—Following a 
suggestion made at a meeting of the 
parks board, the board are seriousiy 
considering closing “up the westside 
park next year, 

As’ explained by Rev, E. B. Smith, 
chairman of the board, the Suggestion 
is to devote next year to the improv- 
ing of the park. It would be broken, 
reseeded and-a policy adopted and 
carried out in order that the next year, 
it might be a specially attractive re- 
creation centre. Mr. Smith added, 
however, that if it proved impossible 
to find grounds as a substitute for the 
park next year, some other course 
than the closing “of the park to the 
public would have to be followed. 

The report of A. H. Brown, city gar- 
dener, was also vonsidered at the 
meeting, It was eminently satisfac- 
tory in that it showed that 9 per 
cent. of the trees and shrubs in fhe 
city this year were thriving at pre- 
Sent. - When it is known that som: 
30,000 trees or shrubs were plante:l 
in the city this year, it is apparen! 
that the parks hoard and city gar- 
dener can congratulate themselves on 
the work. - 

Others matters considered were tlio 
beautifying of Spadina Crescent, the 
approach to the traffic bridge and the 
co-operating with the city commission- 
ers in the town planning work wluch 
Will be begun shortly after the com- 
pletion of the Jarge map now beins 
drafted. Nothing definite was decided 
concerning Spadina Creseent as there 
is still legal trouble concerning it, 


Among the numerous exceptional 
laws which exist in South Africa 


against the colored population is one 
which is particularly detested. It |s 
the law according to which all colored 
and native born females in the Orange 
Free State are obliged always to carry 
a pass with them. Under this law in- 
numerabdle women and girls have been 
arrested. and punished, and, so tha 
focal press asserts, also taken advan- 
tage of by the officials. In numerous 
places the women have held mass 
meetings which have been full to over- 
flowing, and it has been decided to 
offer passive resistance in order to put 
an end to the present intolerable state 
of affairs.
